WOMAN SUFFRAGISTS 


N ational Aiwocixtloii Meeting at G rand 
limpid*—Iteport o f Mrs. Bennett. 
Grand Rapids, May 2.—At the .session 
of the National American W oman’s Suf 
frage association yesterday Sarah Clay 
Bennett of Kentucky submitted the re 
port of the committee on federal sui 
frage. 
Mrs. Bennett said: 
The association, after the cessation 
of efforts for some yearn, has resumed 
the attem pt to have women protected 
against state denial of suffrage by fed 
oral law, under the 14th amendment. 
It has done this because the supreme 
court indirectly affirmed the 14th amend 
m eat and thus sub-: in tinily conferred 
upon women the right to vote by hold 
ing that the right of suffrage was a nee 
assary privilege of citizens of the United 
States. ” 
For the committee on legislation, Lillie 
Devereux Blake said: 
“ The report this 
yi-ar i- far more encouraging than any 
previous. 
In many -tate* bills provid 
ing school suffrage for women, and that 
women are eligible for school officers, 
Ivave been introduced. In Maine women 
liave been made registers of probate and 
attorneys at law; in Minnesota, library 
and school officers; in New Mexico the 
law gives widows and widowers equal 
rights in the property of deceased hus­ 
bands and wives; in Kentucky, women 
have been made eligible as physicians rn 
the asylums for insane; in Oregon, an 
amendment, giving suffrage to women, 
passed both houses; iii Louisiana women 
have secured the right to vote on ques­ 
tions of taxation.” 
Speaking for the committee on cre­ 
dentials. Harriet Taylor Upton said the 
attendance here is not what was hoped 
for. 
She ascribed it to the meeting be­ 
ing held at the present time instead of 
in February as heretofore.

New York, May 2.—A consolidation 
of the peanut industry of the country 
under the control of a single company 
with a Gap; ta I of $5,000,000 is about to 
be effected. 
The promoters of the con­ 
solidation several mouths ago secured 
options from many of the peanut grow­ 
ers. 
Some of the larger ones declined 
to give options, but it is said that, now 
that the plan of consolidation is known, 
most of them are willing to sell and take 
stock in the new company. The options 
expire on May 15 next, and the pro­ 
moters express confidence that the new 
company, which is to be called the 
American Peanut company, will be in­ 
corporated before then. 
The value of 
the peanut crop of the United States 
annually, i estimated at between #6,- 
000,OOO and $9,000,000. One of the plans 
of the consolidation is to increase the 
product and export part of it. 
The pea­ 
nut crop of the United States is raised 
almost entirely in Virginia, N orth Caro­ 
lina aud Tennessee.
